The President, on being conducted to the chair, presented his thanks 
to the Council for an honor he said that was as unexpected as undeserved; 
that he had held that some one of the retiring members was proper to the 
position of President of the Council. It is, said he, a position of much 
responsibility ; and he asked of the members, at the outset, ‘their indul- 
gence and oversight of inevitable error, but not of intentional foult. The 
session will be one of deep importance to this great Territory, destined to 
take rank. at no distant day as one of the United States of America, 
You are here representing the commercial and industrial interests that 
float upon and border the great inland sea beside us ; and you are here 
representing that immense field cast of the Cascade range, rapidly becom- 
ing the great producing portion of the Territory. Our relations with the 
Government, thousands of miles from usin the Hast, assume at this mo- 
ment more than ordinary interest. The sluggish mails from the home of 
our infancy bring us tidings of threatened fraternal strife—the very name 
of which makes sadness cover the heart of the patriot. Since the “ old 
thirteen” accomplished a revolution, greater in its consequences than any 
other known to history, there bas been added a score of sisters to the 
Union. If ever one of the three and thirty stars be blotted from our 
escutcheon, though the azure folds be draped in mourning for a time, we 
will not believe but that the cecentric and erratic will re-appear, and, with 
inercascd love for their brethren and for the “old folks at home,” take 
station as of yore, upon the unshrouded galaxy. As a Territory supposed 
to have some eouscquence, we should immediately respond to the patriotic 
centiment of cternal Union of the States. We have also much of a local 
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character to be passed upon during the session—from time to time these . 
will be presented during the little time allotted us for deliberation. 

The President referred to various matters of interest, and concluded 
by again presenting thanks, and inquiring the further order of the Council. 


Mr. Denny moved that Hon. Frank Olark, member from Pierce 
county, in his capacity of Notary Public, be requested to administer the 
oath of office to the members and officers elect.

The Council then proceeded to the hall of the House, when his Ex- 
cellency appeared aud delivered his annual message, as follows : 
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GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Fellov-Citizens of the Council and Heuse of Representatives: 


In conformity with the practice adopted at each anaual meeting of 
the Legislature, it has become my duty as acting Governor to communi- 
cate to you information upon the present condition of oar Territory, and 
to recommend such measures as I may deem expedient for your action. 

Bat a few years kave elapsedi—not more than nine years—since the 
interior of our Territory was known only to the trapper and the tourist. 
Although unrivaled in the magnificence of its scenery, it was believed to 
be almost wholly uninhabitable, and valueless for the purposes of agri- 
culture. i 

How great bas been the change; our inbabitants are now numbered 
by thonsands. In proportion to area, Washington Territory, west of the 
Cascade mountains, contains as much good arable land as any other por- 
tien of oar country, west of the Missouri river. The soil is of remarka- 
ble fertility, and all the cereals, fraits, end vegetables, common to a tem- 
perate climate, thrive well. In no other portion of the country can stock 
raising and weol growing be so profitably followed. Asa lumbering 
region the shores of Paget Sound are known throughout the world. Our 
fisheries are the best on the Pacific coast, and coal of superior quality is 
found in great abundance. 

In addition te these inexhaustible sources of wealth the Territory is 
known to ve rich in the precious metals. Daring the past summer new 
goi diggings have been commenced on the Wenatchee and Clear-water 
rivers, tributaries of the Columbia, and in the valleys of the Similkameen 
and Okanagan; and from the reports of the different surveying and pros- 
peeting parties, there can be no doubt of the existence of gold in large 
quantities, on all the rivers and streams east of the Cascade mountains. 
Traces of gold have also been found along the route of the Fort Benton 
and Walla Walla road, on the Big Blackfoot river, and Flint and Be- 
netzé creeks, 

T régrot to inform you that in the month ef September last s party 
of immigrants was attacked by a band of the Snake Indians in the vicin- 
ity of Salmon Falls of the Snake river, and several of their number killed. 
Happily, the first ramors that reached this place as to the number slain 
are proved to have been mach exaggerated. Immediately upon receiving 
the report of the massacre, Colonel Wright, commanding the Department 
of Oregon, dispatched one hundred mounted men with orders to proceed 
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along the emigrant route for fhe rescue of the survivors, and the punish- 
ment of the Indians. Colonel Wright, in a letter addressed to me onder 
date of October 20th, expresses the opinion “that no new accession of 
danger to the setflements or immigration need be apprehended from these 
Indians, They have always been a plundering and maranding collection 
of bands, without however the disposition to attack parties capable of 
resistance.” The Colonel informs me that in the Spring an expedition 
will be fitted out to carry on the war against these savages actively and 
vigorously. 

The feeling of insecurity naturally created by these repeated attacks 
cannot fail to retard overland immigration, upon which we must mainly 
depend for any large accession to our population. Thus the vital interests 
of the Territory are at stake and it becomes our duty again to eall upon 
the general government for the immediate adoption of measures for the 
permanent protection of the emigrant routes, 


-In a dispatch to General Scott, dated 10th October, 1860, Colonel 
Wright says: ‘‘ From the nature an extent of the country through 
which the immigrants have to pass, it will be some years before they can 
do so without military escorts ; stationing posts, alone, will not accom- 
plish the end. A post has been recommended and ordered by the Secre- 
tary of War to be placed somewhere in the Boisé region. It will be ser- 
viceable for various reasons, but will not dispense with the necessity of 
moving columns. ‘Troops must travel wih the immigration from the time 
of their leaving the Salt Lake country antil they reach the settlements. 
If it were announced that military escorts would leave Utah about the 
15th of July and 15th of August annually, to meet escorts from Walla 
Walla, or the new post when established, about the 15th of August and 
15th of September, it is believed that all who desired it could easily avail 
themselves of such opportunities to travel in safety, and thus the yearly 
immigration be perfectly protected.” 


Concurring fully in the foregoing views of the Colonel commanding, 
I would respectfully recommend that his suggestions be embodied in the 
form of a memorial to the War Department, and that Congress be asked 
to appropriate the money that will be required for the transportation of 
supplies, and other expenses incident to this service. 


As a further protection to immigration, I would call your attention 
to the necessity for the establishment of a military post at Fort Boisé.— 
The selection of that site, in obedience to an order from the Secretary of 
War, directing the establishment of a post there, was deferred by his ap- 
proval, ia order that better knowledge on the subject of the most elegible 
immigrant route from the south-east point of the Territory into the settle-

ments, should have been obtained by explorations. Exploring partjes were 
sent out, bat the hostility of the Snakes caused the junction of the parties 
for the purposes of a campaign. It is estimated by the Colonel command- 
ing this department, that $150,000 will be necessary for building a post 
of five companies at Fort Boisé, and I recommend that Congress be asked 
to make the necessary appropriation. 


Among the appropriations of greatest importance to the Territory, are _ 
those for the construction of military roads. In addition to the facilities 
afforded for travel and communication, these roads present great induce- 
ments for settlement, and scon every acre throughout their entire length 
is brought under cultivation, Their importance in a military point of 
view, is known and appreciated by the War Department. 


It affords me much pleasure to state, that the military road from Fort 
Benton to Walla Walla, is now so far completed as to allow the passage 
of wagons over the entire route. On the 4th of October last, a military 
command, under Major Blake, arrived from Fort Benton by this road, 
making the trip in fifty-seven days. I am informed by Lieut. Mullan, the 
able and energetic officer in charge of the construction of this road, that, 
with the work of two seasons more, it will be completed. In connection 
with this road, I would call your attention to that proposed by Lieut. 
Mallan, from Fort Laramie to the Deer Ledge valley. Captain Rey- 
nolds, under instructions from the War Department, made an exploration 
of o portion of this line daring the past summer, and it is reported that 
it traverses an eminently easy and beautiful region. If opened, it will 
shorten the present emigrant route several hundred miles, enabling the 
emigrants to reach their new homes at an early season, I would suggest 
that the War Department be memorialized Pto direct an examination of 
this route. 


It is of great importance that a dircet communication be opened be- 
tween Paget Sound and Walla Walla, to connect with the road from the 
latter point to Fort Bonton. By act of Congress, approved January Y, 1853 
$20,000 were appropricted for the construction of a military read from 
Steilacoom, on Paget Soand, to Fort Walla Walla, This sum was barc- 
iy suMelent to make a reconnoisanee of the route, ond some improvement 
at the more important points, It ts now entirely impassable. A. deserip- 
tion of the country traversed by this route, and a statement of the work 
performed upon it, will be foung ia the report of Lient. Arnold to the 
War Department, dated January 26, 1855, [Senate Executive Docu- 
ment, vol. 2, 1855-6.} This road, if opened, will afford direct commani- 
eation between Paget Sound and the head of navigation of the Missouri 
river. In the reconnoisance of this route by Lieut, Arnold, the War 
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Department directed the adoption of the Nachess Pass and emigrant 
road, whenever the location of the latter would admit. . A different route 
is proposed in the report of General Harney to the War Department, 
dated September 15, 1859.—viz: from Seattle, via the Snoqualmie Pass 
and Yakima river, to connect. with the Colville and Walla Walla road; 
and the estimated cost for location and construction of two hundred and 
fifty miles is $100,000. 


By an act of Congress, approved February 6, 1855, an .appropria- 
tion of $30,000 was made for the construction of a military road from 
Fort Vancouver to Fort Steilacoom. During the spring of 1858, this 
road was completed from Steilacoom to the Cowlitz Landing, exhausting 
the appropriation. Ai the last session, Congress appropriated $10,000 
to continue the raad from the Cowlitz river to Monticello, Of the pro- 
gress made on the work, I am not advised. There remains the construc- 
tion of the road from Monticello to Vancouver, It is most important 
that it should. be at ouce commenced. It is the mail route between this 
Territory and Oregon. The mail is now carried by steamers up the Co- 
lumbia from Monticello to Vancouver, and owing to the freezing of the 
river during the winter months, a delay of from one to two weeks is of 
frequent occurrance. Besides, the high rate of freight charged on these 
steamers, operates greatly to the injary of the farming interests of that 
section, General Harney, in a dispatch to the General-in-chief, under date 
of September 15, 1859, in alluding to this road, remarks: ‘The road of 
greatest importauce, is one required from Fort Vancouver to Fort Steila- 
coom on Puget Sound. Our communication with the Sound is now done 
by sea, there being no road by which troops and supplies can be transpor- 
ted,” and in his report to the War Department, Lieut. Mendall, the officer 
who was charged with the construction of this road, says: ‘In a milita- 
ry point of view, itis of great imporfance that there should be a good 
road over this route. In case of emergency, requiring a movement of a 
large body of troops from Oregon to the Sound, with the present facili- 
ties for transportation, long and vexatious delay would neceesarily occur.” 
The estimated cost of completing this road is $50,000. 


A road from Vanconver to the Dalles is also required. General 
Harney in his repork to the War Department, of September 15, 1859, 
recommends the construction of this road, and thinks that $60,000 wonld, 
be safficient, Its importance can be best stated in the words of the Gen- 
cral: “At present,” he remarks, “this distance is traveled by water, 
there being no practicable road. The heavy expenses the Government 
has been obliged to pay for transportation necessitates the construction of 
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als read, and, as the main artery of travel ta and from tho interior, this 
road would be a peblic benefit to the citizens of the country.” 
The engineer oficer In chargo of the construction of military reads 
ia this Territory, in his report to the War Department, datcd October 6, 
1859, rocommends the construction ef a read from the Colombia river, 
commencing af or near its mouth, via the head of Puget Sound to Fort 
Towrsend, “this read being important fn the absence ef any other inland 
roate on the west of Paget Soma” 


He also urges the completion of the road fram Steilacoom to Belling- 
ham Bay. A trail bas been opened along the located lne of this road 
from Seattle to Whatcom, a distance of about pighty-five miles. In allu- 
ding to this road, he states: “There is no ether road to connect the mili- 
tary posts, and to open the country te settlement along the east of Paget 
Sound, At the present time its campletion would afford great advan- 
tage3.” For the completion of this road there will be required $50,000. 

Tn December, 1859, a comnzunfeation was addressed to the Execs- 
tive of this Territory by several citizens of Chehalis county, residing in 
the vicinity of Gray's Harbor, expressing their apprehensions of attack 
from the neichborigg Indians, In compliance with the request of the 
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Governor, the General then in command, assigred a company of the 4th 
Infantry to duty ia that vicinity. This command is furnished with sup- 
plies from Fort Steilacoom, and the constraction of a read between these 
points woald save mech to the War Department in the expenses of traus- 
portation, and be of great convenience to our citizens. 

Your attention is respectfaliy invited to the subject of the roads thus 
indicated as neeezsary, and I would recommend the passage of memorials 
to Congress for the appropriations required. 

In conclading this subicet, I take the epportanity, in behalf of our 
citizens, to make public acknowledgment of the services rendered the 
Territory by the gallant General, lately in command of this military de- 
partment. The opening and construction cf roads; the establishment of 
military posts, and the effective protection afforded to overland immigra- 
tion, bear testimony ta the zeal and solicitnde displayed by Gen. Harney 
for the advancement of the interests of this portion of onr country. He 
has well earned the high place he holds in the estimation of our citizens. 
While they shail no$ cease to regret his absence, they know that the 
command could not have devolved upon a braver officer, or one better 
qualified for the position than Cotenct Wright. 

Is is believed from reliable information, that an eligible and casy 
route for a wagon road across the Cascade Mountains, may be found to 
the sonth of Mount Rainer ‘Fhe pass at this point is said to be much 
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lower and more practicable than either the Natchess or Snoqualmie pas» 
es. would suggest that the War Department be memorialized to 
detail an officer of the engineer corps in this Territory, to make am ex- 
ploration of this route, 


land, opposite the Dalles on the Columbia, ta Fort Colville, by way of 
White Bluffs on the Columbia. Xt crosses the Yakima river at the mouth 
of the Pisco, and strikes the Columbia, about the centre of the Bluffs, 
eighteen miles below Priest's Rapids, 

The great advantages of such 4 road, in shortening the distance now 
traveled around the elbow of the Colambia, will be readily seen by a 
glance at the map. ` ` 

Other roads diverging towards the Wenatchee country and Rock 
Creek mines can be made from the terminus on the north side of the Co- 
lumbis, at the Bluffs, 

I am furnished by the Sarveyor General with the following informa- 
tion, relative to the progress of the public surveys in this Territory during 
the past year:

A portion of the most valuable lands in the valley of the Walla 
Walla, chiefly in the vicinity of Walla Walla City, and New Fort Walla 
Walla, and also four townships of desirable grazing Jand in the valley of 
the east fork of Clicatat river, extending to the Columbia river, within 

~ sight miles of the town of Dalles, have been subdivided. The surveys 
_ west of the Cascade mountains include the valuable lands formerly claimed 
by the Hudson Bay Company, some good forming land on the lower Ohe- 
halis, and two fractional townships on the eastern shore of the Sound, to 
the north of Seattle. The estimate of surveys for the next year includes 
800 miles meridian and parallel lines, and 4,000 miles of township work; 
and if the amount of the estimate be appropriated, it is hoped that daring 
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the nexé season the surveys will be exteniicd over the greater part of the 
country now oceupied by settlers. 

Congress at its last session wade an appropriation of $4,500, for es- 
tablishing that part of the boundary between Oregoa and Washington 
lying upon the 46° N. Lat, between the Columbia and Snake rivers. 

The work has been placed in the joint charge of the Surveyess General 
of Oregon and Washington, who have agreed upon a plan of operation, 
and will commence the work in the field as early in the effsusing spring a3 
the weather will permit. 


The prompt and eficient manner in which the Quties of the Land 
, Olice at this place are now administered, gives great and deserved satis- 
faction to the people of the Territory. To bring up the large arrears in 
the Registers office, and to examiue, prepare and issue certificates on the 
donation notifications remaining on file, wonld require the assistance of œ 
clerk for two years, as the time of the Register is fully occupied in the 
current business of the office. As ib appcars a special appropriation is 
necessary for this purpose, I would recommend that Congress be memo- 
rialized to make such an allowance for clerical services as may enable the 
Register and Receiver to dispose of the donation papers at once. 
The following statement of the operations of the Land Office is fur- 
nished by the Register and Receiver:

As no declaratory statements can be filed on unsurveyed lands, tlie 
whole number of claims held ander the pre-emption law cannot be stated. 
No patents have yet beer issucd on pre-emption claims in this Territory, 
for the reason that the Department kas no knowledga of what lands are 
held by donation claimants. 
By the foarth section of the act of Sd March, 1348, it is declared, 
that when an individual has filed, under the late pre-emption law, 
(1841,) his intention to claim the benefit of said law for one tract of land, 
it shall not be lawful for the same individual, at any fature time, to file a 
second declaration for another tract.” 
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Previous to December, 1856, this act was held by the department to 
be applicable to those lands only which had been offered at public sale, 
and thus rendered subject to private entry. On the 3d December, 1856, 
a cirenlar was issued by the General Land Office, stating that the prohi- 
bition was held to extend to both classes—of lands unoffered, and such as 
were subject to private entry. The latter construction of this law was 
not enforced until the present Register entered upon the duties of the 
office. Many persons” were allowed to abandon their claims and take 
others, on which they have since made valuable improvements. The Reg- 
ister being instructed, in all such cases, not to issue a certificate unless the 
parties can prove that their first declaratory statement was illegal, the 
claimants cannot acquire a title without a special act of Congress, which 
may perhaps be obtained through the action of the Legislature, and I 
would therefore call your attention to the subject.

In accordance with the resolution passed February Ist, 1860, 40 
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rifles and 260 muskets have been forwarded to the Walla Walla country; 
40 muskets have also been forwarded to Chehalis county, and a similar 
namber to Danginess, to meet a requisition from the Coanty Commission- 
cs of Claim county, 
The qota of arms assigned to this Territory for the year 1860, 
amounts to 187 muskets, 


To meet the incidental expenses of the Quartermaster’s office for the 
cleaning and repairing of aros, and thoir transmission without delay to 
the diferent counties when required, I would reeommend that the neces- 
sary appropriation he made to cover the expenses already incurred, as 
well as these for the ensuing year. 

To Febraary last, Governor Gholson reecived information from the 
Treasury Department that the title to the site selected for the Capitol 
had besa approved by the Attorney General of the United States, and 
that a portion of the fuads appropriate i for the ercetion of the building 
had been forwarded to the Chief Justice of the Territory to-be delivered 
to his Exeelleney, on bis excenting a bond as Disbursing Agent. The 
net of the Legislature of January 5, 1858, having declared the Governor 
to be raorely the éreasrer of the fund, and placed its disbursement entirely 
under the eontrol of a Board ef Commissioners, Governor Gholson de- 
ferred the execution of the boad as disbarsing agent antil he could obtain 
the insteuctions of the Department as to the control which he was to 

asame over the disbarsement of the fund. Upon the departure of the 
Goverzor from the Territory in May last, the duties ef the Executive de- 
velvcd upon mo, and entertaining no doubt that, under the provisions of 
the organic act, the moneys appropriated for the public buildings were 
Like all others eatrasted to that oGcer for territorial purposes, to be dis- 
barsed by him under the instructions of the Sceretary of the Treasury, 
I executed the proper bord, and adopted measures for an immediate com- 
mencemeat of the work, and so advis2d the department, 
I was notified by letter from the Acting Commissioner that “he did 
ab ar pr apeze to proceed with the building until after the meeting of the 
rest Legislature, unless such delay would in my opinion justify the apv 
sin faint of another in his place? By the act of the Legislature of Jan, 
caren itismade tho duty of the Commissioners to contract for tho 
eation of the bufas without Qey, aud I decad it to be incumbent 
apon m, a3 Acting Goverasr, to see thas the law was exceated, and so 
informed the Asas Coumissoner. On the Oth of July that gentleman 
o a naties iavitiag proposals for the clearing of the ground se- 
esto}, as tha cho, Sieg tho 29th September following asthe day for 
opening the bids At tho dats to whieh the work was thus postponed, 
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it would be greatly retarded by the inclemency of the weather. For this 
reason, therefore, I requested the Commissioner to reduce the time allowed 


for making proposals, and upon his declining to do so appointed another 
in his stead. a 


The title to the site selceted for the Penitentiary has been since also 
approved, and by a letter received from the Department in October last 
I was instructed to cause the sites for both buildings to be cleared. A 
portion of this work had been done before the receipt of these instructions, 
and it is now completed. By the same letter, I was requested to forward 
a statement of the price of building materials in the Territory, and was 
informed that plans, specifications, and working, drawings for both build- 
ings would be prepared at the Bureau of Constraction in Washington. I 
had previously adopted the plan for the Penitentiary agreed upon by the 
Commissioners, and have forwarded it to Washington with a recommen- 
Gation that it be approved by the Department, The stone for the foun- 
dation of the Penitentiary has been delivered on the site, and paid for, and 
both buildings will be commenced immediately, upon receipt of the plans. 


No provision bas yet been made by Congress for the extinguishment ` 
of the Indian title, to the lands occupied by the Cowlitz, Chehalis, Grays 
Harhor, Shoalwater Bay, and Chinook Indians. These lands are being 
fast settled, and some of the tribes have recently exhibited feelings of hos- 
tility to the whites. The same remarks will apply to several tribes on the 
east of the Cascade mountains; and I would recommend that Congress be 
memorialized to authorize treaty stipulations to be entered into with these 
Indians, for the relingnishment of their title, and their concentration upon 
reservations. 


The apprehended difficulties between our citizens and the Nez Perce 
Indians, growing out of the recent discovery of gold on the Clear Water, 
are deserving serious attention. A doubt exists as to the exact location 
of these mines, the Indian Agent holding that they are within the bonn- 
daries of the reservation. While the citizens claim the right, under the 
second article of the Treaty, to run roads through the reservation, this 
privilege ig held by the Indian Agent to be exclusively vested in the 
< Government. Iam withont official advices on this subject, but from in- 
formation derived from most reliable sources, I am satisfied that there is 
imminent danger of a conflict between the miners and the Indians, and 
sbould this occur, the consequences would be most disastrous. I would 
respectfully urge that this matter receive immediate attention, and that 
the Department of the Interior be memorialized to dispatch a Commis- 
sioner to this Territory with authority to define the boundaries of the res-

ervation, and acquire the cossion of thd lands on which the mincs are situ- 
ated. 

Fhe pozseszory rights eoofirmed te the Hudsoa Bay Company ia this 
Territory by the third article of the Treaty of 184g, became extinct upon 
the expiration of the Company's charter in May, 1859. It has heen de- 
cided that these rights were meroly a Heenso to the Company to trade, 
and dil nos coavey title to the etl, No decision has yet becn rendered 
oa the elaims of the Puget Sound Agricaltural Company, bat thero are 
strong grounds for the belief that they will be found to have no better 
found tion than those of tho Hudson Bay Company, and that both Com- 
panies are, in fact, but onc and the same, From a report made by the 
Surveyor General to the General Land Office, under date of December 
Sth, 1859, it appears that this Company has no charter, nor dees it ex- 
hibit any original donation of title, either from the British Crown or the 
aborigines ; and the Surveyor General decides that the Company has 
shown uo color of title to the lands claimed, other than oceupancy of an 
indefinite portion of them. The claims of the Company are known as 
the Nisqually aed Cowlitz Farms, the former containing one hundred and 
sixty-seven thousand acres, of which about eighty thousand are prairie or 
oak openings, and the latter three thousand six hundred acres of highly 
aralife land. The bottoms on the Nisqually are very fertile; and the town 
of Steilacgom aad the United States Fert Steilacoom are upon the Nis- 
qaally claim. Thera are now about three hundred American settlers 
having farms in steady process of improvement npon the Nisqually claim, 
and it is of great importance therefore that an early decision be rendered 
as ta the rights of this Company under the Treaty. 

The importance of 2 geological sarvey of this Territory cannot be to 
highly appreciated, and, although this subject has already received the 
attention of the Legislature, I would, in view of the great advantages to 
acerac from the work, urge farther action in the matter. That the Terri- 
tory is rick in minerals is well known, but until a thorough and carefal 
examination is had and the resalts published, their development must nec- 
essarily be slow and imperfect. By act of Congress of March 3d, 1855, 
an appropriation was made for the completion of the geological explora- 
tioas of Dr. John Evans, The examinations hy this gentleman were, 
under his instructions, confined to some of the coal regions, and his report 
has not yet been pablished. I commend this most important sabject to 
your attention, and suggest that Congress be again asked to make an 
appropriation for a geolegival survey of this Territory. 


I need not inform you that the frontier settlements on Paget Sound 
still continue to suffer from the incursions of the Northern Indians of the 


British and Russian Possessions. These savages have, during the past 
summer, infested the waters in the vicinity of Port Townsend and Whid- 
by’s Island in formidable numbers, have committed several murders, and 
caused mach alarm to the exposed and isolated settlements in that part 
of the Territory. The murderers have gone anpunished, and in the pres- 
ent defenseless condition of our frontier we cannot hope for any cessation 
of thesa outrages. The only means by which protection can be afforded, 
is by stationing some war steamers, of small dranght and great speed, in 
the Straits of Fuca, on Puget Sound. The Indians can then be followed 
to their lurking places among the islands and driven from our waters. 
The only protection we have on the waters is the steamer Massachusetts, 
of the Quartermaster’s Department, and, although always prompt, she is 
proved to be entirely inadequate to this service. This sabject was bronght 
to the attention of the Department by General Clatke, the late com- 
mander of the Department of the Pacific, in a report dated September 
14th, 1857, The General remarks: “Against an enemy possessing’ such 
means of rapid movement and a secure retreat, the army can neither give 
protection to the inhabitants nor can it inflict punishment. I then sug- 
gest that the defense of the Sound against the enemy belongs of propriety . 
to the navy. ‘Their steamers and boats can close the Sound to the excur- 
sionists.” The occurences of the past sammer should be brought to the 
attention of the Government, and an earnest appeal made for the neces- 
sary protection. 


The Legislature, at its last session, appointed a board of Commis- — 
sioners to select and locate the lands donated by Congress to the Terri- 
tory for university purposes. One of the Commissioners having declined 
to act, the vacancy was filled under the authority vested ia the Governor 
by the fifth section of the act of January 20th, 1859. I am informed 
by the President of the board that farther legislation on the subject is 
necessary, and I presume that the difficulties existing in the way of the 
execution of the law wiil be’ brought to the attention of the Legislature 
by report from the Commissioners. 


I submit a petition to the Legislature from citizens residing in the 
vicinity of the Bitter Root river, and within the present boandaries of 
“Spokane county, praying the organization of a new eounty in that part of 
the Territory. The petitioners state that they are without the means of 
preserving order and carrying the law into execution, and I would there- 
fore commend their request to the favorable consideration of the Eegisla- 
ture. 

In connection with this subject; it is proper that I should remind the 
Legislature that all that portion of the Ferritory lying between the west- 
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era line of Walla Walla county and the summit of the Cascade monnt- 
nins, and containing about four thousand six hundred and eight square 
miles, is at present without any county organization. 


A revision of the laws, providiug for the assessment of county and 
territorial revenne, would seem to be necessary, with a view if possible to 
render taxation equal and uauiform throughout the Territory, and to es- 


force a more prompt and perfect execution of duty on the part of the 
officers engaged in the collection of the revenue. In the majority of the 


counties no tax is levied on lands, and in others, but partial assessments 
are made, either for county or territorial purposes. 


By the twenty-sixth section of the act of 29th April, 1854, it is 
made the duty of the county treasurer and sheriff to assess and estimate 
the tax on any land, or other property, that may be omitted from the 
regular assessment roll. I am informed that in many instances these offi- 
cers assess the greater portion of the property in a county under this pro- 
vision, and that no account is ever rendered to the Territory of the money 
collected for its use. 


T would recommem] that it be made one of the duties of the Prose- 
cuting Attorney to attend to the collection of delingnent taxes. I would 
recommend that the 9th section of the act of January 28th, 1857, creat- 
ing a “court fund,” be so amended as to require the County Treasurers in 
each judicial district to pay over to the clerk of the district court the 


_ amount set apart for this fund, and that the clerk be made the treasurer 


of such fand upon his executing a proper bond. It might be well also to 
desiznate definitely what expenses are to be paid out of this fund, and to 
direct that it be disbursed under the approval of the presiding judge of 
the district. 
An amendment to the kw regulating elections is also respectfully 
suggested, to insure a more strict compliance With its provisions on the 
subject of the qualifications of voters, the time and mode of correcting 
mistakes in the poll lists, and the disposition and safe keeping of the bal- 
lot box and poll lists at each adjourament of the polis. 


~É There is no subject in which our citizens feel so deep an interest as 


in the progress of education, and none which merits in æ higher Cegree 
the attention of the Legislature. Our conimon school system, although 
devised with much care, is, I conceive, susceptible of many improvements, 
and among the most important, I would suggest the passage of a law pro- 
viding for the appointment hy the Legislature of a superintendent or com- 
missioner of pablic instraction, to be charged with the general supervision 
of education thronzhout the Territory. The saperintendent, if such a 
law should prevail, should be a mau well qualified in every particular for 
t 
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the position, and should be allowed such compensation as will permit him 
to devote his entire time to the duties of his ofice, I am confident that 
I express the sentiment of our citizens, when I state that there is no ob- 


ject for which they would more cheerfully bear taxation than for the thor- 
ough education of their children. 
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By the present law it is made the duty of the County Superintendent 
to visit the schools of his county: annually, and to prepare a statemen, 
containing abstracts from the district reports, and such other information 
or suggestions as be may deem important to the cause of education. ` 
This statement he is required to file in his office, and if convenient to pub- 
lish in some newspaper of the Territory, I am not aware that these 
statements are ever published, If not, of what practieal use can they be 
to the cause of education? 


It should be made the duty of the County Superintendents and Dis- 
trict Directors, upon their visits, to held a publie examination at each 
school, and to report annually to the Terriforial Superintendent the re- 
sult of their examinations—the qualifications of the teachers, the profi- 
ciency of the scholars, the methods of teaching, the discipline observed, 
and the condition of the school houses. It should also be their daty to 
answer such interrogatories, on the sabject of eduction in the several 
counties and districts, as might be propounded by the Territorial Superiu- 
tendent, and to report to him 2 statement of ail moneys levied, cob 
lected, and paid for educational purposes. 


Among the other duties of the Tercitorial Superintendent he should 
be requirdd to prepare, end transmit a report arnually to the Governor, 
to be by him submitted to the Legislative Assembly. This report should 
contsin abstracts from those of the county superintendents and directors; 
a statement of che collections and expenditures for school purposes, with 
all such matters relating to his office, and the subject of edavation gen- 
erally, as he may deom of importance. By the publication of this report 
the people wonld be advised of the progress and prospects of common 
school education, and their attention called to any defects in the system. 
Greater care is required in the selection of teachers. Under the present 
law it is made the duty of the County Superintendents’to give public no- 

-tice of the time appointed for the examination of candidates for the posi- 
tion of teachers, bat there is no provision that the examination itself shall 
be public. By requiring this examination to be public, and inviting eiti- 
zens to attend, it would issure a more thorough discharge of duty on the 
part of the examiners; incompetency could not fail to be detected, and the 
community woald have an opportuaity to judge of the qualifications of the 


candidates, 
4 
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I would also call your attention to the necessity, for the introduction 
into all our schools of a uniform system, of text books. y : 

I cannot forbear to notico the rainous effects of the extravagant rates 
of interes exacted for the loan of money, on credits, and the extension of ` 
time for the payment of debts, I think the time bas arrived when the 
hest interests of the Territory demand some legislation upoa this sabject, 
and as the most effectual remedy for the evil I would urge the passage of 
a Usury Law. Such a low, if rigorously enforced, would be most benefi- 
cial in its results, 

Under the provisions of the act of April 28, 1854, the expenses af 
convicts centenced to the penitentiary are to be borne by the Territory. 
The Territory being, as yet, without a penitentiary, convicts are confined 
in the county jails, and the burthen of their expenses is for the time being 
thrown upon the sheriffs of tho different counties, as the territorial auditor 
ean only certify an unligaidated acconnt for such expenses to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, a special appropriation being required for their payment. 
Some provision should be made by which the accounts of the sheriffs may 
he audited, and paid at stated pecieds, without subjecting them to the 
delay arising from the necessity for a special appropriation in each case, 

The same law provides that convicts shall be sentenoed to hard labor. 
In the absence of a penitentiary all such sentences are inoperative, and 
useless, but yet the law might bo rendered in some way effective, and I 
would commend the subject to your attention. 

In September last three coaviets sentenced to the penitentiary, one 
from Kitsap county, and the others from Thurston, were, by my instruc- 
tions, transferred to the enstody of the sheriff of Pierce county. I would 
ask that the proper legislation bo had to reimburse that officer for his 
expenses in the safe keeping of these conviets, Copies of the correspond- 
ence on the subject, showing the causes for the transfer, are herewith com- 
municated. 

Ta connection with this subfcet, I woald strongly urge that the Gov- 
ernor be authorized, ander the proper restrictions, to offer rewards for the 
arrest of prisoners escaping from confinement, Escapes are frequent; and 
that the ends of justice may not be defeated, the Executive shonld be in- 
vested with the power to secure the arrest and return of the fugitives, 

By the aefs creating the offices of Territorial Auditor, Treasurer, 
ond Librarian, it is made the duty of theso officers to report to the Legis- 
lative Assembly, at each cession, the operations and condition of their re- 
spective departments. I would recommend that the law be so amended 
as to require thesa reports to be made to the Governor in time to be com- 
munieated by him to the Legislature, with his annual message. By 
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affording the Governor an opportunity for their examination, he wonld be 
able to call attention to. such subjects as might be deemed proper for the 
action of the Legislature. 

I would also suggest an amendment to the acts relative to the print- 
ing and distribution of the laws and journals, by which a larger number of 
the former may be furnished the several counties. By reducing the nam- 
ber of the journals, this could be done withont increasing the cost of the 
public printing. | i 

The joint commission for marking the boundary between this Terri- 
tory and the British Possessions is still in existence, but I am not inform- 
ed of the progress made in the work during the past year. From a re- 
port of the United States Commissioner, dated December 31, 1859, it 
appears that at that date the survey had been carried eastward as far as 
the Columbia river, and that it would be extended during the past season 
to the Rocky Mountains. Upon the question of title to the Island of San 
Juan, I am not advised that any definitive action has yet been had. No 
doubt, however, is entertained by the Government of the United States as 
to the validity of our title; and the measures adopted to prevent any con- 
flicts on the disputed grounds pending the negotiations between the two 
Governments, have met the cordial co-operation of the citizens of this 
Territory. 

It may not be inappropriate in this place, to call the attention of the 
Legislature, and through it that of the general government, to the urgent 
necessity for the appointment of a United States Consul or Commercial 
Agent for Vancouvers Island and British Columbia. A targe number of 
American citizens are engaged in mercantile pursuits in Victoria, also at 
Fort Hope, and’other towns on Fraser river, and the mining population 
in the latter vicinity, and at Rock creek, is largely American, The inter- 
ests of our countrymen resident at these places, as well as of those visit- 
ing the British Possessions for purposes of trade and commerce, require 
the presence there of a representative of our government. 

For the protection of the public revenue it is necessary that an officer 
of the customs be stationed at some point on the boundary line, near Fort 
Colville, and I suggest this subject as one proper to be brought to the at- 
tention of the government. 

The establishment of the overland mail service from Sacramento, 
California, to Olympia, is a most important measure for the welfare of our 
Territory. Provision should now be made for an increased mail service 
on Puget Sound. The service is uow weekly from Olympia to the differ- 
ent ports on the Sound, and the great commercial interests of this part of 
the Territory require that it should be made at least semi-weekly. I would 
suggest this as a subject of memorial to Congress, 
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It f3 to ba regretted that tha bill passed by the Senate of the United 
States at the last session of Congress, appropriating $5,400,000 to de- 
fray the exponscs incurred by the citizens of this Territory and Oregon in 
the Iste disastrous Indian war, failed to become alaw. It is trne, the 
amount appropriated falls far shert of that found due by the Commission 
appointed under the act of Congress of August 18, 1856, and thatthe ` 
provisions of the bill Hmiting paymest to the persons who actually per- 
formed service, or from whom purchases were made, wonld have worked 
much injustice and delay to parties, who had in good faith parebased the 
serip The commission appointed under the act ef 1856, was composed 
of gentlemen, who, fram their loag residence oa this coast, were familiar 
with the resources of the Territory and the prices ruling at the date of 
the war. In commanicating their report to Congress, the Secretary of 
War states: “I have examined this report very carefully, and concluae 
that from the data they have adepted for their guide, as to the prices for 
stores and subsistance, and time of service of the men, it is not probable 
a more just or accarate result could be obtained, than these ‘gentlemen 
kave arrived at. The amount ascertained to be due is a very large one, 
and Congress will have to make provision for its payment, if it is intended 
they shall be Hquidated, of which, I presume there ean be no doubt.” 

The amount actually due to cach individual for services and supplies, 
could only be ascertained by Cispatebing a commission to the seat of hos- 
tilities. This was dons. Tho commission have mado their award, and it 
has heen approved by the Department familiar with such subjests, dus- 
tica demands the immediato liquidation of the debt to the full amount 
fonnd due by the commission. 

In conclusion, I would respectfully suggest that, as the present session 
ef Congress will terminato en the 4th of March next, such matters as 
may require the action of our Delegate should receive the carly attention 
of the Legislature.

Sin—The interest naturally felt by the citizens of Washington Terri- 
tory, as well as the Executive, in the prosecution of the survey of the 
boundary between the United States and British Possessions, induced me 


. 
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to solicit information as to the progress of that work, and I have now the 
honor to submit the following statement : 


_In consequence of the densely wooded and mountainous character of 
the tòüntry generally, along the line of the 49th parallel between the 
Gulf of Georgia and the Rocky mountains, the-Joint Commission, at the 
commencement of their operations, instead of undertaking to mark the 
boundary throughont its whole extent, decided to confine its determination 
and demarcation to important points at convenient intervals—such as its 
intersection with permanent trails; the crossing of rivers or streams. of 
considerable size, or any striking feature of the country—except over such 
portion of the earth’s surface as might be deemed suitable for settlement, 
or such as indicated the existence of mineral resources, where, it was 
agreed, to mark the line more minutely. 


In accordance with this arrangement, points of the 49th parallel 
have been determined astronomically and otherwise, by the United States 
and British Commissioners, from the Gulf of Georgia to the Columbia 
river, at intervals averaging twenty miles, and these points have been con- 
nected by an accurate survey along, or as nearly along the line as the rug- 
ged character of the ground would permit, embracing the topographical 
features/of the frontier for a considerable distance on each side of the 
line. Stone monuments have been placed at the various points thus de- 
termined, east of the Cascade Mountains and on its western slope ; and 
where these points are in the woods, or in the vicinity of woods, a vista of 
from twenty to thirty feet has been opened along the line on each side of 
the monument, so as to mark the boundary distinctly as far as the char- 
acter of the ground rendered it important or desirable to designate it.— 
Between the Guff of Georgia and the western base of the Cascade Moun- 
tains, the line has been marked by a cut through the heavy timber, 
throughout which iron monuments will be placed at intervals of a mile or 
thereabouts. ; 

Eastward of the Columbia river points have been determined and 
marked by the United States Commissioner as follows: Where the 49th 


parallel intersects the east and west bends of the Kootenay; the Mooyie 
river, a tributary of the Kootenay, within the bend ; the Flathead or 


- Clarke’s Fork, the Nish-e-nehn, a tributary of the Flathead, at the base 


of the Rocky mountains; and a party (not yet heard from) were engaged 
late in October in an attempt to ascertain and mark a point of the line 
on the divide between the waters of the Columbia and Saskatchawan riv- 
ers—the eastern terminus of the boundary line of Washington Territory. 
From previous topographical reconnoissances, it is probable that this point 
will be found to be inaccessible. 
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The British Commission have merked points between the Columbia 
river and west bend of the Kootenay, and next year will continue to mark 
intermediate points between these fixed by the United States Commission 
east of the Columbia. 

Between the Similkemeen and the Colambia, the country presents 
more favorable ground for the demarkation of the line; and the discovery 
of gold, and large collection of miners in that region, have determined the 
Joint Commission to mark that portion of the line with stone monaments 
at intervals of a mile, or thereabouts, according to the circumstances.

C. H. Armstrong, Esq., of the Telalep Indian Agency, stating that the 
Indian “Thames” and his sons, the murderers of Carter, have fied to 
some relations who live high up on the Puyallup river, and Mr. Armstrong 
urges that a reward be offered for their apprehension. 

He remarks of this murder, “ It was a most atrocious decd—as foul 
and npprovoked a murder as was eyer conceived and executed by any 
savage, and should not go unpunished.” 

` The Indian agent, Col. Simmons, has used every means at his com 
mand to facilitate the capture of the fugitives, and the Indians have acted 
willingly and well, and are even now in pursuit of the culprits. 

I commend to the favorable consideration of the Legislature, the 
suggestion of the Indian agent, that the Governor be authorized to offer 
a reward for the arrest of the fugitives.

GENTLEMEN or THE Cornert:—We are about to adjourn the 8th 
session of the Council of the Territory of Washington. A session marked 
by more than ordinary conflict of local interests and incessant strife. All 
this, however, has been conducted in 9 manner worthy the Council cham- 
ber—worthy the high character of the representatives of an intelligent 
constituency. I thank you sincerely for your indulgence to myself, during 
the stormy scenes of this arena; soon to be changed to peaceful repose. 
This Council hall, lonely and deserted thongh it become, will long live in - 
at least, some happy reminiscences, rolled back by the future upon the 
past. Gentlemen, we ure now ebout to separate——to mingle again among 
the intelligent masses at home. To talk of the imperiled condition of our 
once glorious union of States.—To sustain the rignt, and like men, to con 
demn the wrong.—To cry “long live the Union,” and by our action to de- 
termine that it shall be so. .\ great party, through whose administration 
of the government, our country had risen to the most enviable position of 
any nation on the earth, has been for a season struck down. Men, unduly 
active in search of office, have violated great principles—fought over ab- 
stractions, and jeopardized the Union, and with it, the canse of freedom 
throughout the world. 

Since the days cf the revolution, there never has been a time, when 
support of imperiled principles, required such nerve from men. Principles 
that never can be crashed to earth; but ever will remain the shield of the 
patriot; the arm of the eternal God, striving for the right. Let us then, 
here though denied a wote within it, sud up one united, hallowed shout 
for the Union. Knowing no suuth—no North—no East—no West—no 
impracticable theories; let us plaut the “Alki” standard upon a platform 
paramount to any and to all planks of “tweedle dee and tweedle dum’ 
politiciais—go it fur the eternal union of the States; and for the rights 
of Washington Territory. 

May God bless you all. Go to your homes. This Council stands 
adjourned without day.
